Fdacation for Farmers’ Sons. 


AppREss BY PRor. LARoy,F. Grirrm, 
PRINCIPAL OF NORTH GRANVILLE 
SEMINARY AT THE RECENT FARMER’S 
INSTITUTE. 

It this late day and speaking to intel- 
ligent farmers, there. is no need of dis- 
cussing the importance of education. 
You understand too well its value, at 
the same time, [ask you to review with 
me, briefly, a few of the reasons why it 
is so important, not because you are 
not already fully familiar with them 
but because ‘théy furnish the kéy ‘to 
what I may say further on: 

While I speak primarily of education 
for your sons, remember that- every 
point. applies equally to your -daugh- 
ters. Education is just as essential for 


‘them. The plan of the training, should 


indeed be somewhat—modified,—sinee 
they are to occupy a somewhat differ- 
ent position in life, they should be edu- 
cated’ to make the best. of homes and 
to shine in them, so far as this: implies 
a-difference, their education should be 
different from that given your sons in 
no other way. 

‘Yirst, Then education is “important 
because intelligence is required in the 
various activities of life. Work is ac- 
complished fully as much by applying 


intelligent thought to the work as by 
. mere physical energy.

either makes. the weakling and sends 
the man to the race handicapped.

the uneducated knows nothing of. 
These he can apply to the development 
of pleasure, particularly in the obser- 
vation and study of nature and its phe- 
nomena. Who are the principal fre- 
quenters of the saloons, and who sus- 
tain them? Go along the streets of 
any of our large cities where they 


abound, and observe and enquire. for: 


yourselves. Almost-without exception: 
they are the most ignorant; here and 
there may be an exception indeed, but 
these exceptions are so rare as to be 
distinctly noticeable. The educated 
and intelligent men are not the fre- 
quenters, but the ignorant. To them 
the saloon keepers look for their. sup- 
port, and their chief patronage comes 
from.them...-An_increase of intelli- 
gence, the development: coming from 
education, would aid in Removing this 
evil: 

Third. Education is essential to suc- 
cess. This is sought by evéry one and 
in every calling. With all our pro- 
gress in civilized life, real success can 
come only to the man who has at least 
some education. Complete ignorance 
has become an impassable barrier. 
But, finally, the principal reason why 
education is 8o essential is!that it gives 
increased power. This is such a train- 
ing of the faculties of the mind as gives 
ability to do. He who has acquired 
the power can accomplish measurably 
more in whatever work he may be em- 
ployed; or what is just the same, prac- 
tically, he can have more leisure for the 
amenities of life. 

Now what I have said applies with 
particular force to farmer’s sons. The 
cultivation of the soil is not only the 
most importaut industry in our coun- 
try, but itis the base of all other indus- 
tries. Every laborer must eat, or 
starve; and cessation of labor precedes 
starvation by a considerable period. So 
the craps must grow, or all else cease. 
There are two very important reasons 
why farmers’ sons need this. power 
that comes from education. 

First. Because intelligence is essen- 
tial to good farming. I have already 
alluded to this. But it is.a notable fact 
that nearly all farmers abandon the 
production of every article that ischeap, 
and_all- ture te-producing--whatever-is 
for the moment. dear. Is this intelli- 
gent action? Let me illustrate by the 
success of 
my acquaintance, who in a little more 
than ten years, starting from nothing, 
aided only by his young wife, has pur- 
chased and stocked with tools and ani- 
mals a farm of one hundred and eighty 
acres and nearly paid for them too. 
He told me that he always arranged to 
produce, just what he saw others aband- 
oning. Now most of our farmers all 
over the country are now killing the 
pigs even if they are somewhat imma- 
ture, and marketing the pork, led to 
this by a prospective shortage of feed. 
I am confident that you will find that 
man purchasing breeding sows this sea- 
son and preparing for pigs next year. 
How much of this success has been 
due to thisiplan of work you can judge 


better than I. Intélligénce pays in 
farming. 
Second. Farmers’ sons should be 


educated because so many leave the 
ranks of farmers. Many complain at 
this. I rejoice in it. I believe that 
there should bé the constant exchange 
between the city and the country. Go 
to any community, and here I speak 
from personal investigation and know 
whereof I speak, where successful busi- 
hess men congregate, and you will find 
nearly all either sons of farmers or their 
grandsons. The hard persistent work 
of the farmer toughens every fibre and 
sinew end so lays the foundation of 
strength, both physical and mental. 
But to keep the balance good there 
should be the same movement in the 
other direction’ ~ The'sons of oui busi-

cal. With a considerably wide acquain- 
tance with these classes, I can say de- 
cidedly that it is not the case. A young 
man in Toronto, looking. forward to 
some practical applications of chemical 
work, writes me that he finds no scien- 
tiffe man ready to aid so long as hé 
looks forward to useful applications of 
his work. This is not my experience. 
I have found nearly all intensely inter- 
ested in the practical side of all scien- 
tific work., 

Now in the first place, such educa- 
tion must be thorough. _Do not mis- 
understand me here. I mean by thor- 
ough, not that the pupil studying arith- 
metic for example should know all 
about arithmetic; in fact about half, 


“could be cut out of every arithmetic to 


the-advantage of the “pupils; but that 
he master the subject so far as he goes 
so as to acquire a habit of exact work- 
ing. If he is learning to add figures, 
he should add column after column, 
day after day, until he: knows his re- 
sults are correct every time. Then 
having once acquired this habit of thor- 
ough work he wit retain it through 
life. 

Second. It must develop power and 
this must be madé primary. This means 
hard, honest work on the part of every 
pupil. He must not have his work 
done for him, but must be made to do 
it for himself. The road may be pointed 
out to him, but then he must be made 
to travel it for himself, aud thus he 
gains power. Every hard point, every 
difficulty surmounted gives a source of 
strength in the vielory. And 1 


‘finally, just so far as it 1s possible stig 


with these, the education should be 
practical. By this I mean‘that just so 
far as is consistent with the two pur- 
poses previously mentioned, the educa- 
tion should be acquired in such sub- 
jects as will be used in life. 

A dozen years ago, one of the. coun- 
ties in Illinois had practically failed to 
grow wheat. At least it did not grow 
half enough for its own inhabitants. 
Then one of her sons went to the State 


University, and spent two years. He|' 


wasa bright young man and had de- 
veloped power. He added much to that 
power by his course. But his time was 
devoted mainly to chemistry and allied 
branches, and to direct experiments 
along the line of agriculture. At the 


end of his course he went home saying 


that he believed he understood why his 
country could not raise wheat; that the 
ground was not exhausted as the farm- 
ers generally thought; but that. the 
wheat had exhausted either the lime or 
the phosphoric acid, in which that soil 
was naturally deficient, or both. The 
next spring he set to work uponian ex- 
perimental quarter of an acre. Upon 
one-half he put a little lime, just about 
what the wheat ‘would use, and upon 
the -vther an equal proportion-of—phos- 
phate of lime. As he anticipated his 
experiment was a success, and both 
grew wheat equal to thirty bushels per 
acre. The next year he repeated the 
experiment upon a larger scale and 
with similar tesults. He published his 
work and circulated it among the far- 
mers, and now wheat is generally raised 
in that country again. This i® just 
what I mean by practical. 

‘*s Now with this in mind, let the boy 
get as close to nature as possible. Give 
him Botany and Zodlogy, particularly 
in their economic+ phases. Give him 
Chemistry and Physics that he under- 
stand riature’s forces and their, laws. 
Especially teath him to use his own 
lunguage, and read the best of books. 
This. training in the use and under- 
standing of our own language I’ would 
particularly enforce. Every young man, 
every man of mature years’ must. be 
speaking and writing his own language 


constantly. To be most effective, to} 


make the most of himself in life and 
for God, he must choose his work ‘ac- 
curately and use them forcibly. His 
expressions must be to the point. This 
particular power can be acquired only 
by two steps, ~ He must sée how those 
who. have possessed .this- power most 
notably use the language, and then tie 
mist apply what he learns. himself. So, 
with just simply some technical gram-

Concerning Other Food fur Farmers, 
the speaker referred at considerable 
Jength to butter, and the proper mode of 
making it, the food required for the 
cattle, etc. He strongly advocated: the 
making of butter all farmers, and ad- 
vised the greatest of care in its production, 
Beans he also considered .an important 
and staple article, and One in the éultiva- 
tion of which the care should be 
used. These, together with squashes, are 
the chief foods which are needed by the 
farmer for the. winter, and from which, 
with very little labor, the farmer’s wife 
may quickly get up a first-class dinner. 

The next speaker was W. W. Rawson 
ef Arlington, a member of the state board 
of agriculture, and the largest market 
gardener in New Eagland, Mr. Rawson's 
address covered various branches of mar- 
ket gardening, and he gave many valua- 
ble hints, both as.to profitable produc- 
tion and mode of cnitivation. 

“This market gardening, . said he, “hae 
increased more in the last ten years than 
any other branch of agriculture. There 
are nOW many en in it who do not 
understand it, (and for this reason success 
depends more upon the man than on any- 
thing else. Heshould fit himself for the 
business and then he will be sure 
of success. But some may ask, 
How can this be done. My answer is— 
Get a good school education, and, if time 
will allow, go through the agricultur al 
college, Then go to work for some one 
who understands the business for five 
years at least, Ifa man has been atten- 
tive to his business and saving, he may 
now have at his command_perhaps--$1000. 


‘With this he can hire a small. place near 


some large city, where there isa good 
market and land is cheap, and get a good 
start in about five years more. He may 
increase his stock of sash and hothouses 


"as fast as his funda will allow, and a little 


faster, perbaps, and at the end of. ten 
years he will be surprised to find himself 
worth $10,000 at least, and everything 
ready for doing business.

“The location of a farm for market gar- 
dening should be on a slope to the east, 
south or west, sloping because it inclines 
to the sufi abd if Lecter for irrigation, 
and toward these poiits because they are 
warmer than a northerly slope.

low land if it can be had; but one acre of 
upland of the right kind is worth..two. of 
Ten acres of land is sufficient in 
most cases.

The Colossus of Rhodes. 
. The ancients succeeded in making 
that.alloy of copper which is known as 
bronze. Among the seven wonders of 
the world was the famous statue, whol- 


Rhodians. It was begun by coats a 

pupil of Lysippus, the sculptor, and 
was completed by Laches, 288 years 
B. C. The popular belief is that it 
stood astride the harbor of Rhodes, 
that it was 105 feet high, and that ships 
could easily sail between its legs, 

Pliny. said that few men could clasp 
its thumb, It was cast on metal plates, 
afterward joined together, and this 
process occupied tweive years. In the 
interior was a spiral staircase reaching 
into its head, and in a great mirror, 
suspended .to its neck, were reflected 


_the coast of Syria and the ships sailing 


to Egypt. 

After it had stood for sixty-four geare 
this Colossus was overthrown by an 
earthquake, and its remains lay on the 
shore for 923 years-—that is, until A. D. 


672—when they were sold by the Sara- 


cens to a Hebrew dealer. The original 
cost was 300. talents—say $6,000,000— 
and it is not ‘too much to say that a 
similar image might easily be con- 
structed now in one-fourth -of the time 
and at one-third of the original cost. 
Rhodes, by the way, must have had 
Colossus on the brain, for Pliny relates 
that the port was adorned with 1,000 


colossal statues of the sun.—Thoinas J.

Garfield and Lincoln Not Martyrs. 

Is it proper to call..the murdered 
presidents, Lincoln and Garficld, mar 
tyrs? ‘ 

The word martyr es from a Greek 
word of nearly the same orthography 
and pronunciation, signifying a witness, 
or one who remeinbers, In the early 


days of the church it was applied to | 


such- Christians as were brought before 
the Roman magistrate and required to 
testify as to their faith. As the general 
consequence’ of such testimony’ was 
death the word came to be applied al- 
most exclusively to Christians, who, 
having the alternatives set before them 
of death or denial, chose. the former. 
There was, therefore, a choice in the 
matter, and no one became a martyr or 
witness to the truth of Christianity 
against his will, there being always 
the alternative of renunciation pre- 
sented. 

The two great American characters 
had no such choice, and cannot, there- 
fore, be properly called martyrs in the | 
strict sense of the word. A secondary 
meaning’ is given by some, defining 
martyr as ‘‘one who suffers death or: 
loss in. behalf of any cause or in conse- 
quence of supporting it,” as Macaulay 
speaks of “humble martyrs of hered- 
itary rights,” but even in this sense the 
element of choice is evidently present, 
Etymologically, ‘therefore, it is ineor- 
rect to apply the expression as indicated 
in'the question, though, as use in lan- 
guage sanctifies any wofd or phrase, it 
will probably become _historic.—St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat.

Most of their troubles, sores and eye 
diseases come from dirty habits, but 
one can never persuade thei of the 
necessity of keeping clean, A friend of 
imine was once traveling among the Mon- 
gols, and an old crone came to hii and 
begged: some medicine to put on a sore. 
He told her that before applying the 
salve it ‘would be necessary to wash 
She gave it back to him, say- 
ing: “I am 67 years old, and I have 
neyer washed in my life, _Do you sup- 
pose I am going to begin now?’ 

Mongol physicians feel the patient's 
pulse on both wrists at the same time 
and never ask any questions, or at least 
hone eoncerning the origin and 
ress of the complaint, for if they did it 
would be held that they had shown ig- 
norance in their profession.—W. Wood- 
ville Rockhill in Century.
